With here and 
there the exception of a postmaster, or an ex- 
ftctant, there is a universal feeling of exultation 
and rejoicing at the manner in which this kid- 
napping attempt has been met and disposed of. 
W« feel that the character of our State hits 
been, not only vindicated, but titrated; that 
her tmereig*ty has been timely and righteously 
asserted, by this practical repeal of the accur- 
sed fugitive slave law, while by the same act, 
she has given a passing comment on the infa- 
mous Nebraska Swindle. 
The thing has not a 


little inflated our State pride, and in the Rood 
feelings which it has Suspired, we feel more 
than half inclined to forgive both Milwaukee 
and Racine many of the sins for which we had 
determined to hold them responsible. 


The conduct of Judge Miller, however, is 


looked upon with far different expressions of 
opinion. A loathing for the subbervieuey he 
ha* manifested to the Slave Power— a bitter 
scorn and contempt for the course he has pur- 
sued and the opinions ho has given as a judicial 
officer, are everywhere manifest. Had he been 
consistent with his own declared opinions now 
as heretofore made, obscure as they are, gome- 
thing like personal respect might have been re- 
tained. But when, to reuth tlte rase, hi- not only 
violates his own rules of law, but outrages al'l 
the prescribed rules hitherto obtaining or gov- 
erning proceeding* under the writ of Habeas 
Corpus, auil strikes down and tramples State 
sovereignty, he merits, as he receives, the exe- 
crations of every lover of Freedom. 


By the way, this question of jurisdiction in 


the matter of the writ of Habeas Corpus, *eems 
to have been little studied or understood. Had 
I been of counsel for the State in the case be- 
fore Judge Miller, I would have asserted, and 
demonstrated, too, that in no case can a Vmteil 
States officer have jurisdiction of the. writ, when 
the person is in custody by tirttte of a process 
purporting to lie. issued from a. State tribunal, to 
be executed within the limits of the State. This 
may bo termed novel, or even bold, doctrine, 
but it is nevertheless true, and its truth will, in 
the end, bo established tw the guide of action.
